snow’s Offer Results In His 
Expulsion From House 


(HE FIRST IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Party Lines Eliminated In _ Ballot 
Which Upholds Charges Preferred 
Against Representative From Man- 
chester—Vote Is 177 to 119—No 
Taint In Election of Senators 


Concord, N. H., April 17.—Charges 
of offering to sell his vote, preferred 
against Representative Clifford L. 
Snow of Manchester, were upheld by 
‘he house of representatives, and he 
was ordered expelled. The vote was 
177 to 119. Party lines were elimin- 
ited in the balloting. 

The expulsion igs the first in the his- 
tory of the New Hampshire legisla- 
ture. It followed several hours of 
acrimonious debate, in which the gen- 
eral attitude of each of the political 
parties in the state toward vote buy- 
ng came in for harsh comment by 
opposition speakers. 

Snow was found guilty by a special 
Investigating committee of having of- 
fered to sell his vote and influence to 
Gordon Woodbury, a Democratic can- 
didate for United States senator; to 
Franklin Worcester, Republican can- 
didate for governor, and to Elmer S. 
Tilton, Republican candidate for 
governor’s council. He had offered 
also, it was claimed, to deliver the 
votes of other jegislators; but the 
committee found that he had no au- 
thority for such delivery. 

In an unanimous deciséon, the com- 
mittee found that the election of a 
United States senator by the New 
Hampshire legislature was without 
evidence of any actual sale of votes. 

Friends of the accused member 
made an unsuccessful attempt to pre- 
vent expulsion by raising the point 
that expulsion required a two-thirds 
vote. It was contended this is the 
rule in the United States senate, and 
that this rule should obtain in New 
Hampshire in the absence of a state 
law. But Speaker Brittain ruled that 
the vote of 177 to 119 was a clear ma- 
jority and that a majority vote should 
rule. 

Snow was elected to the legislature 
from Manchester as a Republican. | 
After taking his seat he enrolled with 
the Progressives, but for the last sev- 
eral months he has voted with the 
Democrats. Democratie leaders di- 
rected the fight to prevent expulsion. 


KILLS HIS FOUR CHILDREN 


Ernest Moschner Then Commits Sul- 
cide at His Home 
Fitchburg, Mass., April 15.—Er- 
nest Moschner, aged 35, murdered his 
four children and then killed himself 
by shooting at his home, here, while 
temporarily insane from ill health, it 
is believed by the police. 
Moschner’s wife, upon returning 
from work, discovered the bodies of 
her children and husband. The mur- 
dered children are’ Elsie, aged 12; 
Myrtle, aged 11; Norman, aged 8, 
and Ernest, aged 6. 
The four were playing games in the 
yard of their home when they were 
summoned into the house by their 
father, who lined them up in his bed- 
room and fired at Elsie. As she fell 
the other children fled. Moschner 
started in pursuit and overtook one 
after the other.

The 
Light Blues’ game was adapted to 
the condition of the grounds, and 
after Andover’s forwards had tired 
themselves out attempting to play 
their short passing game, the New 
Hampshire players with their wide 
swinging passes eventually gained 
the upper hand and gave them a well 
earned victory, three goals to one. 
The Andover players and supporters 
were naturally disappointed at the 
outcome, but they gracefully accep- 
ted defeat and immediately congra- 
tulated the victors on their success. 

There was an attendance of nearly 
1000 spectators and much enthusiasm 
was shown by the supporters of both 
teams, special trains and electrics 
conveying the crowd from Manches- 
ter and Andover to Lawrence, and 
the colors of the contending teams 
were much in evidence. The local 
contingent had two enormous An- 
dover banners and occupied a portion 
of the field at the south end. 

The playing field was in a fearful 
condition on account of the rain- 
storms and one half was virtually 
under water and was totally unfit for 
such an important game. Great pools 
of water stretched more than _half- 
way across one end and directly in 
front of goal, and proved a great 
handicap to the attacking team. While 
it was claimed that it was equally 
fair to both teams this was hardly 
the case for they both played a dif- 
ferent style of game. It was An- 
dover’s misfortune to lose the toss 
and attempt to become proficient at 
water polo. In fairness to both teams 
it would have been wiser had Referee 
Scholefield called the final off and 
played an exhibition game. The 
grounds were not marked off, but as 
there was very little chance of the 
game being played on account of the 
rain, the Lawrence club was not so 
much to blame. 

Mayor Scanlon kicked off for An- 
dover shortly after three o’clock, and 
the Blues immediately made _ tracks 
for Andover’s goal but did not get 
far. Play was transferred to the 
north end and the Andover forwards 
made gallant efforts to pilot the ball 
through the water and get near the 
Light Blues goal. For the first 
twenty-five minutes Andover mono- 
polized the play, but the terrible con- 
dition of the field nullified all efforts 
at scoring. Occasionally the New 
Hampshire forwards got into An- 
dover territory but the defensive work 
of Stirling and Rae broke up any 
attempt at goal. Andover was first 
to score, Rae with a powerful return 
kick, from a foul given against 
Downs, placing the ball nicely to W. 
Gordon, jr., who after a great run 
beat halves and backs and despite the 
great handicap of the wet field, sent 
in a magnificent shot, which Swin- 
dells never had a chance to save. 
Andover kept up the pressure and 
Deyermond on the right had several 
tries, all of which were stopped by 
Swindells. Suddenly the Light Blues 
woke up and gave the Andover de- 
fense several anxious moments, Rae 
and Downs doing great work. The 
Blues were not to be denied how- 
ever, and keeping up the pressure 
many shots were sent in. Finally, 
McArdle ran out to save, but only 
partially cleared and before he could 
get back, Brown had the ball in the 
net, equalizing amid great cheers 
from the Light Blues’ suppotrers. 
The cheering had scarcely died down 
ere the right wing of the Blues got 
past Stirling and a pass to Sims, to- 
gether with a mix-up in the Andover 
defense, allowed that player to put 
his team in the lead. Andover tried 
hard to get the equalizer before half 
time but the fast pace, the heavy go- 
ing and the dead ball had tired out 
the forward line, and the first half 
ended Light Blues, 2; Andover, 1. 


The second half was as strenuously 
contested as the first with the Light 
Blues always holding the upper hand. 
They seemed to know it and played 
with a greater dash than did Andover 
who, however, always had a chance 
until the scoring of the third goal by 


Craig. The forwards had numerous 
opportunities to score but they all 
went acbegging and on other occa- 
sions when they looked dangerous, a 
Light Blue defender was always in 
evidence with foot or head. Deyer- 
mond missed a great opportunity 
from a splendid pass by Gordon, the 
former sending over the bar, with 
only the goal keeper to beat. Gor- 
don himself also had hard lines with 
a beautifully placed dropping shot 
which completely baffled Swindells, 
but Rishton saved on the goal line. 
The Light Blues had many attacks 
at Andover’s goal, Craig being promi- 
nent, but not until the half was well 
along did he score, so vigorous was 
Andover’s defense. McArdle was 
severely tested and although he was 
never certain, he was only beaten 
once. The scoring of the third goal 
convinced Andover supporters that 
the league championship would go to 
Manchester, and the whistle shortly 
afterwards announced the fact, the 
final score being, Light Blues, 3; An- 
dover, I. 

The game was very fast and des- 
perately contested, the ball travelling 
quickly from one end of the field to 
the other, despite the water bogged 
condition of the upper end. It was a 
cleanly played game, despite the fact 
that the championship was at stake, 
and the best of feeling prevailed be- 
tween the teams. The two players 
who shone in the contest were Rish- 
ton of the Light Blues and Rae of 
Andover. The defensive playing and 
the kicking of these two backs was 
a treat. Time and again the former 
saved his team, and in the second 
half especially the latter broke up the 
runs of the Light Blues’ forwards 
often single-handed. For the win- 
ners, Gifford at half back and Craig, 
forward, played star games, although 
the latter marred his good work by 
remarks to the linesman, from which 
more may yet be heard. The whole 
team, especially after scoring the se- 
cond, played to win. Stirling, Renny, 
and Gordon, jr., did much serviceable 
work. Page never got going at centre 
on account of the water, while Doch- 
erty never gave such a usless exhibi- 
tion as he did Saturday. 

Scholefield had a hard task and al- 
though criticized by many sideline 
authorities, gave general satisfaction 
to the players for there was very little 


appeal from his decisions.

STRIKERS’ RANKS SWELLING 


Leaders Planning to Bring on a Grad- 
ual Industrial Paralysis 

Brussels, April 16.—The suffrage 
Strikers have been joined by several 
tiousand more Socialist workingmen, 
and Leader Vandervelde declares the 
movement is progressing according to 
schedule. He says it is the plan of 
Bocialists to bring the strike on so 
gradually that Belgian industry will 
kot be suddenly paralyzed. 

The strike is greatly extended at 
CUharleroi. Not a miner is working, 
and nearly all the metal workers have 
laid down their tools. 

Gendarmes were carried on board 
the electric street cars running to the 
suburbs of La Louviere to guard them 
hgainst a possible attack by strikers. 
All the other street car connections 
have ceased running. 

Brussels, April 15.—Belgium’s 
threatened industrial strike for uni- 
versal suffrage on the principle of 
“one man, one vote,” and as a pro- 
test against plural voting on the part 
of rich men, became a reality when 
about 350,000 Socialists and trades 
union men quit work, declaring they 
would remain idle until the govern- 
ment granted their demands. 


UNDERWOOD IS OPTIMISTIC 


Sees Nothing to Obstruct Passage of 
New Tariff Measure 

Washington, April 17.—Following a 
conference with President Wilson at 
the White Hoise, Representative Un- 
derwood deci:red he saw no obstacle 
in the way of the passage of the tariff 
bill introduced ten days ago. 

“It appears to me there is nothing

from this time on,” said Underwood.

$5000 FINE IMPOSED 


New Haven Road Shipped Milk on Its 
Passenger Trains 

Boston, April 17.—For shipping 
milk into Boston on passenger trains, 
and delivering it free, the New Haven 
railroad was fined $5000 and costs of 
$350. 

This is one of the largest fines 
ever imposed in a federal court in this 
city and is said to establish a prece- 
dent in government prosecution of 
railroads. 

The act of the New Haven was held 
by Judge Morton of the United States 
district court to constitute granting 
concessions to a shipper in violation of 
the interstate commerce law.

Wanted! A Political Surgeon 


That very entertaining political 
publication, Practical Politics, has a 
brief reference to the writer of this 
column in its last issue, which de- 
mands a little attention. We have 
no contention with Practical Politics, 
or with any of those who have evi- 
dlently suggested by their remarks 
the points raised in last week’s com- 
munication, as to the many times re- 
peated charge that because the writer 
was once upon a time defeated for 
high office, he is sore. He never felt 
less sore than he does today over 
anything, or more at peace with all 
his fellow-men, but this isn’t going 
to keep him from continuing to em- 
phasize some of the weaknesses of 
the Republican party. Another re- 
sult has been chronicled during this 
very week, marking the weakness of 
the party organization in Massachu- 
setts, and showing up the foolishness 
of much of the management which | 
has been given to Republican politics 
during the past few years, and the 
public is able to judge for itself | 
whether or not some of the criticisms | 
made in this column have substantial 
grounds. 


We cannot, however, allow the 
suggestion to go unchallenged, which 
charges that the writer has not in 
every way possible done his utmost | 
for the true blue Republican candi- | 
dates nominated on the Republican | 
ticket in every year in which he has 
been active in Republican politics. 
And this includes as earnest labor for 
the two most recent candidates for 
Governor as it was in the writer’s | 
power to give. It wasn’t in the 
writer's power to give to the latest 
candidate as enthusiastic support as 
he wished he might, because he had | 
known that candidate long enough to 
appreciate the peculiarities of his 
political make-up which were bound 
to bring Mr. Walker to some such 
position as that which he now occu- 
pies in his relation to the Republican 
party.

Another Massachusetts Democratic

A special election in the thirteenth 
Congressional district has resulted in

Interesting Contest Friday Evening 
for J. W. Barnard Prizes 


Despite disagreeable weather and 
numerous other attractions the usual 
large audience composed of alumni 
and friends of Punchard assembled 
last Friday evening in the school hall, 
on the occasion of the fourteenth 
annual Barnard prize speaking. The 
contestants for the prizes of $20, $12, 
and $8, numbered seven, including 
five girls and two boys. One other 
speaker was announced on the pro- 
gam, Miss Marjorie Jaquith’s essay 
having been selected by the judges 
as one of the eight to compete, but 
owing to ill health, she did not ap- 
pear. 

The general character of the es- 
says, as presented this year, differed 
considerably from the general trend 
of those given in former years, there 
being a very decided tendency to- 
wards originality. This was espe- 
cially true of the two essays which 
won the first and second prizes. 
Miss Lucretia Lowe, who was 
awarded the $20 prize, took as her 
subject “A Bird Study,” an ordinary 
enough title, but her treatment of it 
was decidedly unusual and very enter- 
taining. Miss Elizabeth Hamblin, 
the second prize-winner, presented a 
story entitled “Tiro,” which was a 
unique mixture of the tales of the 
chivalrous age, with suggestions of 
the fable, and adaptations of Latin 
names and_ attributes, the whole 
written in the quaint and pleasing 
style of the old-time romances. Miss 
Marion Abbott, ’14, another of the 
speakers, also had for her essay a 


fairy tale of her composition, en- 
titled “The Title Regained.” 
The other essays, while of the 


more usual type, were also very in- 
teresting. Miss Georgianna Lovejoy, 
’r4, presented an excellent descrip- 
tion of the work of the Coast Life 
Saving Service, which, with its many 
unknown and unrecounted deeds of 
heroism, is such an important factor 
in the saving of human life. The 
essay was well written and well de- 
livered. : 

Harold S. Cates, ’13, took as his 
subject the “Manufacture of Paper,” 
and traced the entire method of pro- 
cedure in this important business in 
an intelligent and instructive manner. 

Thomas E. Carter, the winner of 
the third prize, read a very well con- 
structed essay on “The Nobel Prizes,” 
a comparatively new and fresh sub- 
ject, full of interest. 

The other speaker of the seven was 
Miss Mary L. Cronin, who related 
the story of Sun Yat-Sen, the Chinese 
reformer, whose work has meant so 
much to that land of the Orient. 

The committee of award consisted 
of Miss Annie L. Sargent of the 
Johnson High School, North Ando- 
ver: Charles M. Eaton, principal of 
the Weston High School Weston, 
and Rev. F. A. Wilson. The finding 
of the judges was announced by Mr. 
Eaton,

BAD FIRE AVERTED 


Firemen Do Excellent Work at Blaze 
in Levine’s Store 


A fire which, had it broken out 
later in the night, might very easily 
have had serious consequences, but 
which was fortunately confined to a 
small area, occurred on Monday even- 
ing in Levine’s store in the Daly 
block on North Main street. 

The trouble, the cause of which has 
not been determined, was first dis- 
covered by Dr. J. J. Daly. The store 
had been closed all the evening and 
both Mr. Levine and his assistant 
were out of town, the former being 
in Boston. 

The flames had gained considerable 
headway, so that practically all the 
firemen could do when they arrived 
was to keep the fire under control 
and prevent it from spreading into 
the tenements above the store and 
into Daly’s grocery next door. This 
was accomplished in a very creditable 
manner, and beyond the effects of 
smoke and water the rest of the 
block was but slightly damaged. 
The loss on the building which 
included painting and breakage was 
estimated at $200, and this amount 
has been adjusted. There was also 
a small loss in Daly’s store consist- 
ing of stock in the cellar which was 
damaged by water. 

Levine’s stock, however, was, for 
the most part, ruined by fire, water 
and smoke. Large quantities of bed- 
ding, clothing and other dry goods 
were thrown out by the firemen onto 
the sidewalk, but this fared little 
better than the stock inside as it was 
more or less damaged by water. The 
fire lasted for some time and the all- 
out was not sounded until nearly 
midnight. Mr. Levine was _ notified 
of his loss about ten o’clock by tele- 
phone, but he did not return to An- 
dover until the next morning. 

The matter of adjusting his loss 
was then taken up but could not be 
settled at that time, the adjusters 
perferring to have an inventory made 
before coming to any definite con- 
clusion. The process of readjust- 
ment has therefore not yet been com- 
pleted.

AN UP TO DATE GARAGE. 


New Quarters of Myerscough and Buchan on Main Street to 
have strictly modern facilities. 


The accompanying cut shows the 
architect’s drawing of the front ele- 
vation of the new garage which is to 
be built on Main street for Myers- 
cough and Buchan. Work on the 
foundation of the building was started 
several weeks ago by the contractors, 
A. W. Lang & &o., of Lawrence, who 
have the entire work in charge, and 
satisfactory progress is being made. 
Previous to the commencement of 
the excavating, the Odlin house which 
formerly occupied the site was moved 
back to the rear of the lot, and, fitted 
up as a two tenement house, has been 
rented by the owners. 

The new garage promises to be of 
unusually attractive appearance, the 


Colonial style and the three main 
arches giving it a simple but striking 
front. The building will be 60 ft. by 
110 ft., and will consist of two stories. 
The lower floor will be occupied for 
regular garage purposes and will also 
contain the offices of the firm. The 
upper floor will be used for storage, 
for vulcanizing, and other features of 
up-to-date automobile work. The en- 
tire building will be equipped with 
the most modern machinery and fac- 
ilities to care for every branch of the 
business, and the service which will 
be rendered to the public will be of 
the very best. 

It is expected that the building will 
be ready for occupancy, June first.

SUCCESSFUL CHOIR CONCERT 


Good;sized Audience Enjoys Singing 
of Boys of Christ Church 
and Soloists 


Avery successful concert was 
given by the choir of Christ church 
in the town hall last Friday evening, 
and while there was a fairly good 
attendance, the audience was not 
nearly as large as the merits of the 
performance warranted. The choir 
numbered forty boys and men, and 
was assisted by Frederic Kennedy, 
tenor, of Boston and Portland, who 
sang at the concert last year. The 
soloists from the choir were Master 
Minot Dole and Broe_ Blonquist, 
baritone. 

The first part of the program con- 
sisted of sacred selections, the open- 
ing number being Gounod’s “Send 
out Thy Light,” which the choir sang 
with fine attack, and a proper atten- 
tion to the lights and shade which 
make for a finished rendition of this 
splendid anthem, The boys sang 
with the fullest of tone, and a true 
pitch which was refreshing. In fact 
their singing during the evening was 
truer than is often the case with 
boys who are so apt to be careless. 
The other sacred number was an old 
carol, “Lo! How a Rose E’er Bloom- 
ing,” to a setting by Praetorius dating 
back to 1609. The same melody is 
used as a chant, and also as a tune in 
the Scottish Psalmody. 

Mr. Kennedy sang “Hope in the 
Lord,” set to Handel’s Largo, and 
“Invocation,” Jordan, and with Mas- 
ter Dole rendered the duett, “Love 
Divine,” from the “Daughter of 
Jairus,” in a delightful manner. Mr. 
Kennedy sang under great difficulty 
as in the morning he had an attack 
of bronchitis which affected his voice 
so that he could hardly speak aloud. 
His appearance at the concert, there- 
fore, was a great effort on his part, 
and one that was thoroughly appre- 
ciated by the audience. Only oc- 
casionally did his voice show the 
strain under which he sang, and he 
was very responsive to the demands 
of his listeners in the second half of 
the program, returning twice for 
encores. His group of songs, “If 
Slender Lilies,” “I Know a Hill,” and 
“The River and the Sea;”_ and 
“When the Roses Bloom,” “Banjo 
Song,” and “Serenata,” were greatly 
enjoyed and loudly applauded. To 
the first group, he sang as an encore 
Cadman’s beautiful Indian song, 
“From the Land of the the Skyblue 
Watér,” and on his second reappear- 
ance he rendered two songs entitled 
“The Elfman” and 
McGinn.” 


Master Dole made a great hit in 
his solos, “Doan ye cry, Ma Honey” 
and “Life’s Merry Morn.” The lat- 
ter was very finely rendered and 
showed a great deal of careful train- 
ing and practice on the part of Mr. 
Michelsen and his pupil. In answer 
to a well-deserved encore he sang 
“Little House o’ Dreams,” 

Broe_ Blonquist pleased with 
“Shoogy Shoo” and “The Mad Dog,” 
and although his enunciation was not 


as clear as could have been wished, | 


his pleasant round voice in a measure 
made up for the defect. He also was 
given an encore and responded with 
“A Disappointment.” 

The choir numbers consisted of 
“Voices of the Woods” to the music 
of Rubenstein’s “Melody in F,” a 
“Lullaby” by Chadwick which so 
pleased the audience that the choir 
was obliged to repeat it, and Fan- 
ing’s “Song of the Vikings,” which 
was rendered in a very vigorous and 
successful manner and which brought 
the concert to a close. 

Not a single slip marred the per- 
formance, and the choirmaster, Mr. 
Michelsen, deserves great credit for 
the successful event. He played the 
accompaniments in a helpful manner, 
and at all times had the choir under 
splendid control. The proceeds of 
the concert are for the benefit of the 
chancel choir.

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


A Round About Paper 


The Townsman last week com- 
plains of the want of law and order 
in this “sacred” town of Andover. I 
agree with what is said in that edit- 
orial so far, but I do not believe that 
Andover is worse than other Ameri- 
can towns. There is something in 
the American air or training that 
gives this country a rough rudeness 
which is not so generally found in 
other countries. While stating the 
above opinion as to the manners of 
the would-be smart Americans, at the 
same time we do not lack thousands 
of gentle men and courteous women. 
I purposely use these terms, as to 
speak about ladies and gentlemen 
does not convey my meaning. We 
ought to call a man a_ gentleman 
when he wears a suit of store clothes, 
and when a woman wears a dress that 
she can scarcely walk in and has a 
bird of paradise on her head she is 
called a lady! Just notice the polite- 
ness of a n nded Irish boy of 
say, ten or twelve years of age. He 
touches his cap and says “No, sorr,” 
or “Yes, sorr,” and has respect for 
things in general, Then see that boy 
after being a short time in this civil- 
ized country, and he has lost all his 
politeness and has now respect for 
neither God, man or devil. Before I 
came to this country I had seen 
many Americans, mostly of the newly 
rich type, who “reckoned” and 
“guessed” about things in general 
and who seemed to be very proud of 
the gold chains they wore, and spoke 
about “Americar” as being the only 
country worth living in. My first 
experience of this country worth liv- 
ing in opened my eyes to the fact 
that all is not gold that glitters. The 
first day that I spent in this civilized 
country I will never forget. I will 
not tell the name of the town, only 
that it was not far from the great 
University of Princeton. We wanted 
some articles for the table and sent 
our little girl to a grocer’s. After be- 
ing served there she was on the way 
home when a young boy a little older 
than she was knocked her down, 
and took the change she had out of 
her hand. She came in crying and 
the half of the little purchases scat- 
tered on the street, and the half- 
dollar she held in her hand had been 
changed into cigarettes for a gang of 
young civilized Americans. I went 
to the grocer and told him my story. 
He gave me good news by telling 
me that the squad about that jute 
mill were a bad lot and that they had 
had two men within a month who 
had left it on account of the unruly 
work-people. This was great news 
to me and very encouraging! 


Well, the first day I was at the 


mill I did something that made me 
stay there for three and a half years. 
A big eighteen-year-old, surly-looking 
fellow put his thumb to his nose as 
I passed, and half a dozen other lads 
laughed. I just turned round and 
gave this fellow, who seemed to be 
the leader of the gang, a _ clean 
knock-down blow right from the 
shoulder. He reeled back and fell 
into a big basket and they had to 
get water to throw in his face to 
bring him to. I had learned to box 
when at school and I was thirty-five 
years younger then than I am now, 
and that one blow gave me peace. 
I don’t say I did right, but ever 
after, that fellow I knocked out was 
very respectful to me and said that 
I was a dandy and went with me to 
fish on Saturdays in the Delaware, 
and got bait for me and would take 
no money for his trouble, 


Don’t think from this account of 
a small New Jersey mill that the 
workers in every factory are savages; 
on the contrary you will find as gen- 
tlemanly boys and as well bred girls 
working in our mills as you will find 
in what our papers call “society.” 


Our Sunday schools, our public 
schools, as well as the parents of 
these rowdy Andoverites are to 
blame for the want of respect of law 
and order which the Townsman de- 
plores. 


I was much pleased to get some 
“pussy willows” from a bright Amer- 
ican-bred boy the other day. He at- 
tends the grammar school and says 
he would like tobe adoctor. He told 
me about the birds he had seen this 
spring and at the same time let me 
see a new baseball he got from his 
mother, and spoke of the prospects 
of his club for the season. I trust 
that that boy will be a good doctor 
and be able to cure consumption and 
cancer. 

To show the kind of spirit that is 
early in young America, my little 
grandchild, a bright little fellow, said 
to me the other day: “Grandpa, you 
are very old, very deaf and very 
stupid; have you any more candy?” 
Lots of people want candy. no mat- 
ter where it comes from! 

There is a saying that fools and 
children should never see half-done 
work, and this may be true about the 
proposed changes in the tariff. As I 
have not seen the details of the bill, 
I refrain from passing judgment 
thereon. 

Roosevelt said that our present 
Aldrich-Payne-Taft & Co. bill was a 
farce! It may be that the Under- 
wood, Bryan, Wilson & Co.’s_ bill 
after it passes may not be a farce but 
a force. Wait and see!

House Is Certain to Favor 
Widow's Pension Law 


DEPARTMENT STORE WAGES 


Readjustments In Anticipation of 
White Slave Investigation—Govern- 
or’s Milk Suggestion Well Received 
—Trefry Shows How State Has 
Been Deprived of Inheritance Taxes 


Massachusetts is going to follow 
close in the footsteps of Ohio in re- 
spect to the enactment of a widow’s 
pension law. It is now announced by 
the members of the new committee 
on social welfare, who have been 
fussing for many weeks over this and 
other social problems, that the details 
of such a law are being worked out 
and that there will be legislation of a 
positive character presented before 
the close of the session. 

This will be framed somewhat along 
the lines of the report of the summer 
commission, which considered the 
subject and reported two to one in 
favor of it. 

Students of the entire pension ques- 
tion regard this as an important step. 
Some care has been taken by the com- 
mittee to prevent the news from leak- 
ing out, lest a good-sized row be 
stirred up before the bill can be got 
into shape. 

It has been shown pretty well that 
the strongest movement of public 
opinion is in this direction. Whether 
the bill will go through the legislature 
{se another question. It will go through 
the house on roller skates. 


White Slave Probe 


There {s going to be a real white 
Blave investigation in Massachusetts, 
and it wil! be all the more interesting 
because of the experience of the com- 
mission, which has been holding 
hearings upon the situation in the 
middle western cities. There it was 
the department store industry that 
was most exposed to the limelight. 

Practically the weight of the inves- 
tigation is to fall upon the minimum 
wage. The department stores in 
Massachusetts, which have been 
watching the storm gather from afar, 
have been readjusting their wage sys- 
tem to meet it. 

One Boston store, over a year ago, 
started paying minimum wages of $8 
& week. This meant, however, 
that it was the high grade girls who 
stayed and enjoyed the increase. 
Those who were worth only $6 a week 
have not been employed at $8. 

At least two other stores have been 
weeding out their $4 and $5 girls, so 
that when the commission starts its 
work it is likely to find on the surface 
conditions which look better than 
those of those of the western stores. 

.Of course, the other elements in-

One practical value it is 
sure to have: That of stimulating the 
new minimum wage commission to 
considerable activity. 
Municipal Milk 

There are already signs of unrest 
up at the state among the Boston 
milk contractors over the message 
of the governor, who urges the es- 
tablishment of municipal milk sta- 
tions for the distribution of cheap and 
pure milk among the needy. 

They are not quite contented with 
the assurance of the governor that 
such stations will not really amount 


, to a competitive enterprise. The gov- 


ernor’s point was that the municipal 
stations would not compete, because 
milk would not be delivered from the 
stations, but would be held there for 


| sale. 


But it seems that quite a large 
amount of milk sold to the poor is 
milk that the poor call for and do not 
expect to have delivered. The gov- 
ernor’s suggestion is well received 
by the legislature, and some rather 
decided action is looked for. 

Losing Taxes 

Tax Commissioner Trefry is being 
given credit for handing the legisla- 
ture a few hot jolts in his answers to 
the question put to him in a house 
order as to what legislation has been 
recommended for the better collection 
of taxes, He points out that three 
years ago he wanted a law forbidding 
the removal of property from safety 
deposit vaults by a joint owner where 
such an owner is not a resident of the 
commonwealth. He says this has de- 
prived the state of large amounts in 


| Inheritance taxes. 


Another thing that has deprived the 
Btate of inheritance taxes is the fail- 
Bre of the legislature to give the tax 
commissioner the authority to exam- 
ine under oath any person who has 


or is supposed to have knowledge of , 


the estate of any deceased person. 
This power is given to the tax officials 
of New York, New Hampshire and 
Other states, and has prevented the 
escape from taxation of large amounts 
of property. 

Still another thing suggested is a 
Constitutional amendment to permit 


the legislature to levy a comprehen- 
sive income tax. In this connection 
the reminder is made that over $4,- 
000,000,0000 escapes taxation every 
year in the shape of personal property 
which ought to pay a tax. 

Income Tax 

The various parties to the income 
tax proposition came very near an 
agre2ment a couple of days ago, al- 
though they are about as far apart 
@g ever now. The suggestion came 
from people on State street that the 
legislature be given the power to levy 
a tax on incomes-——to run between 5 
and 10 percent of the income. A 4 
percent tax on incomes would amount 
to a 3 mill tax upon the principal. 

This fell through because of the un- 
willingness of those who want to give 
the legislature more power to place 
tax rates in the constitution of the 
state. Governor Foss is anxious to 
have a constitutional amendment re- 
ported, and the committee on taxa- 
tion therefore has in shape its meas- 
ure to give the legislature the right 
to impose an income tax, as well as 
a tax upon principal. This is likely 
to be fought as permitting double tax- 
ation. But it does not necessarily 
double taxation, for che legislature, 
having imposed one tax, would be un- 
likely to impose another on top of it. 

The idea is along the line suggested 
by Joseph Walker when he was 
speaker. Governor Foss wanted an 
income tax, but took the ground that 
the constitutional amendment should 
restrict the imposition of the tax to 
incomes. 

Ellis Strikebreaker 

Representative George JEllis of 
Newton was placed upon the commit- 
tee appointed to help settle the 
threatened telephone strike as a rec- 
ognition of his services on the legis- 
lative committee, which really did 
more than any tribunal to bring the 
Lawrence strike to a close. But the 
telephone strike was averted before 
Mr. Ellis had an opportunity to show 
what he could do. Ellis was passing 
through the corridor when he met a 
newspaper man, who remarked grave- 
ly: “Mr. Ellis, when they heard that 
you were going to settle this strike, 
they beat you to it.” 

“I expect that’s so,” remarked the 
Newton representative dryly. “By 
and by I'll be getting a job as strike- 
breaker.” 

Pays to Advertise 

The little town of bourne, made 
famous as the residence of ex-Senator 
Bill Nye, is likely to become famous 
again, because of her commercial ac- 
tivity. Bourne bids fair to get into 
the class with Lynn, as things are 
going. For example, look at house 
bill 2304, which says that the town 
of Bourne is authorized to appropriate 
annually not exceeding $1000 for the 
purpose of promoting the interest of 
the town by advertising the attrac- 
tions advantages and other matters 
tending to advance the interests of said 
town. What the other matters are isa 
matter for the board of selectmen to 
decide. Bourne ig the only town this 
year which wants to advertise, but 
when 300 others come along with a 
similar request there will be some 
noise around the state that may make 
even Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston sit 
up and take some notice. 

Cushing Hits Frivolity 

Speaker Cushing has been looking 
with disapproving eye upon the in- 
crease of frivolity during house de- 
bates. Constant reference is made to 
the other branch, to the governor, 
personal allusions are being made to 
members and interruptions are the 
rule. The speaker sat on Robert 
Washburn the other day in a manner 
that caused the house to prick up its 
ears. Washburn had been making 
dilatory motions and points, until 
the speaker remarked: 

“The gentleman will refrain here- 


after from making frivolous points 
of order.” 
Lomasney is a frequent offender 


of parliamentary rules. Half a dozen 
other men of great prominence act 
as if they would not recognize a parlia- 
mentary rule if they met it face to 
face. 

Looks Belie Him 

Senator Fisher of Westwood does 
not look like a scrapper, in spite of 
his assurance that he had once at- 
tained success in the amateur’ class. 
He is tall and thin and spare, with- 
out the appearance of compactness 
possessed by Bob Fitzsimmons. But 
Fisher is a legislator of aggressive- 
ness and ability. He belongs to that 
school of Democrats who are to be 
found with the conservatives of any 
party. 

The suggestion of a bout between 
Fisher and Horgan would be one to 
make the legislature adjourn as early 
as for any baseball game. This rich 
and entertaining idea came out of a 
discussion upon the boxing bill, which 
Senator Fisher opposed and Senator 
Horgan favored. Following Fisher's 
facetious challenge to his brother 
senator the bill was defeated. 

Changing Friends? 
Is Governor Foss changing his 


friends? A year ago he was at quite 
a distance from the Republicans in 
the legislature. Now he confers fre- 


quently with committee chairmen and 
they do not speak ill of him. He has 
gwatted the Democratic tariff, and 
only mildly reproved the Republican 


tariff plank. He is not close to the 
Democratic state committee. Some- 
body suggested, the other day, that 
with a Republican nomination the 
governor would win easily. Nobody 


believes he is going to get that. But 
there is undoubtedly a new alignment 
going on so far at the top that the 
ordinary citizen cannot view it with- 
out getting a kink in the neck.

KING'S COURAGE 
SAVES HIS LIFE 


Anarchist Makes Desperate Ef- 
fort to Kill Alfonso of Spain 


BULLET STRIKES HIS HORSE 


Assailant Seizes Bridle and Fires Point 
Blank at Monarch, Whose Skilled 
Horsemanship Stands Him In Good 
Stead—People of All Ex- 
press JOy at His Safety

Madrid, April 14.—For the third 
time in his reign King Alfonso nar- 
rowly escaped being the victim of an 
anarchist’s attempt against his life. 
Three shots were fired at the king 
yesterday afternoon in the streets of 
the capital by a native of Barcelona, 
Rafael S. Allegro, who was immedi- 
ately overpowered. 

King Alfonso owed his life to his 
Own courage, quickness and skiiled 
horsemanship. Accompanied by his 
staff, he was riding along the Calle de 
Alcala on the way back from the 
ceremony of swearing in the recruits, 
when a man sprang from the side- 
walk and siezed the bridle of the 
king’s horse with one hand and pre- 
sented a revolver point blank with 
the other. 

The king took in the situation at a 
glance. With lightning rapidity he 
dug his spurs into his horse, which 
reared violently. His quickness saved 
his life. The bullet, instead of bury- 
ing itself in the king’s breast, struck 
the horse on the neck, but so close 
was it that the king’s left hand glove 
wag blackened by the powder dis- 
charge, 

Before the assailant was able to 
pull the trigger again, a secret ser- 
vice man sprang upon him. The two 
men fell to the ground, locked in each 
other’s arms, struggling furiously. 
The assassin managed to free his re- 
volver and fired two more shots in 
rapid succession, but the officer 
knocked his arm aside and the bullets 
flew harmlessly through the air. 

At the sound of the first shot, the 
king’s staff forced the horses on the 
sidewalk and made a ring around the 
assassin, who fought long and fiercely 
in the grip of four policemen before 
he was overpowered and handcuffed. 

King Alfonso, as soon as he saw 
that the man had been secured, raised 
himself in the stirrups, turned to the 
crowd, gave a military salute and 
shouted in a ringing voice: ‘Long live 


Spain!” 
He then dismounted and reassured 
his staff, saying: “It is nothing, 


gentlemen.” 

Then uprose a mighty roar from 
the wildly enthusiastic masses, which 
rolled along in great waves of sound 
all the way as the king rode to the 
palace, cool, collected and smiling. 

The crowds made a determined at- 
tempt to lynch Allegro, who was hur- 


riedly taken into a house and kept! 
there until an auto ambulance escort- | 
ed by mounted police transferred him | 


to police headquarters. 

King Alfonso was first to tell of 
what he lightly called ‘the incident 
which caused delay” to Queen Vic- 
toria and the dowager queen, 


Christina, at the palace, who were 
greatly alarmed. 
The king smilingly allayed_ their 


fears. 

He had hardly been back ten min- 
utes when an immense clamor arose. 
The two squares on Which the palace

Not 
a mouthful of solid food passed the 
lips of the famous militant leader 
during her stay in Holloway jail, al- 
though she drank water in large 
quantities.
